Philippines-Malaysia : f Philippine President 
Macapagal remains optimistic -that tensions in the 
area over Malaysia will abateJ 

(Macapagal told Ambassador Stevenson on 30 Sep- 
tembeirthat his government definitely intends to rec- 
ognize Malaysia in the near future, and has no inten- 
tion of following Indonesia's lead of economic con- 
frontation. He is hopeful that another summit meet- 
ing of the three Maphilindo countries can be held 
sometime in November.) 


uMacapagal said he felt that Indonesia's hostility 
wouRfTessen, and he interpreted Sukarno's recent 
actions as largely dictated by domestic political pres- 
sures. The Philippine President expressed confi- 
dence that Indonesia would end up by recognizing 
Malaysia and that economic and trade relations would 
be resumed in due course.^ 


b capagal consistently has explained his policy 
Malaysia as being based on the two principal 
objectives of restraining the Indonesians while in- 
fluencing them toward the free world and of protect- 
ing the P hilippines' claim to part of Sabah (North 
Borneo).

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USSR - Communist China : The Soviet leaders 
may be organizing a new international Communist 
meeting. 

They appear to believe that Peiping's rejection 
of the nuclear test-ban treaty has created a favorable 
opportunity for exploiting this forum to discredit and 
isolate the Chinese. Pravda 's publication during the 
past week of appeals by three small Western Commu- 
nist parties for such a meeting suggests that Moscow 
will attempt to rally a great majority of foreign parties 
in condemning Chinese dogmatism, "splitting activities," 
and attacks on the Soviet leadership. 


Hints that Moscow now favors a new conference 
may be designed to pre-empt a Chinese initiative to 
convene a meeting in Peiping. 
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A Soviet decision to proceed with the meeting 
would constitute further evidence that Moscow is 
deliberately seeking to provoke the Chinese into 
some action which the USSR could represent as Pei- 
ping's formal separation from the Communist move- 
ment. The Chinese would certainly challenge the 
legitimacy of such a Soviet-sponsored conference 
and might c onvene a rival meeting of their followers 
in Peiping.

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Israel - Arab States : (jThe Israeli project for di- 
verting water from the Jordan River basin may be 
finished in December and actual withdrawals from 
Lake Tiberias on a continuing basis should begin about 
mid- 1964, according to the latest timetable. Arab 
hostility toward the scheme remains strong, espe- 
cially in Syria, but efforts to develop a coordinated 
plan of opposition in the Arab League have again been 
deferred. Syrian haras sing raids against the project 
may nevertheless occur?! 
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Nigeria : (The success of a three-day general 
strike which ended on 30 September is likely to 
strengthen the position of WFTU- supported leftist 
union leaders, who were the driving force behind the 
strike. The leftists have been trying to forge the 
badly disunited Nigerian labor movement into a uni- 
fied organization which would have potentially great 
political as well as economic power. Most unions 
supported this strike, which ended after the govern- 
ment apparently agreed to e stablish a "high-powered" 
wage revision commissionHi 
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Cambodia : Prince Sihanouk, apparently convinced 
that the Communist threat to South Vietnam and, there- 
fore, to Cambodia is increasing, is tailoring his public 
position accordingly. His recent statements have be- 
come more servile to Peiping, and last week he ex- 
changed friendly personal messages with the head of 
the South Vietnam National Liberation Front- -the Viet 
Cong’s political arm. At the same time, Sihanouk has 
told diplomatic representatives that he believes a 
change in government in Saigon might still prevent a 
Communist take-over there, and assured them that 
Cambodia’s policy of neutrality and nonalignment will 
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
